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Throwing Rooks At The White House 


When all the reasons for voting against 
Lewis I . Strauss as secretary of commerce 
had been carefully cultivated and brought 
Into full bloom last Thursday, there were 
enough to make 49 Senate votes and thus 
retire an earnest public official to private 
life. The other side had only 46 votes. 
Mr. Strauss can take this in his stride, 
despite his earnestness. 
He knows enough 
shout politics to understand why he was re­ 
buffed. He knows all the reasons that went 
into the vote that defeated him. 
Being a man of firm opinions and some­ 
what less than ordinary tact, he had made 
personal enemies. One of these, Sen. Anderson 
of New Mexico, took it upon himself to carry 
his bitter feud w ith Strauss to a showdown in 
the Senate issue over his confirmation to be 
secretary of commerce. Anderson’s vendetta 
picked up followers as it went along. 
It picked up creeping socialists who have 
been trying to socialize the electric power 
industry in the United States and 
hated 
Strauss because he never has chosen to creep 
with them and in fact had challenged them 
to stand up 3nd walk like individualists who 
believe in free enterprise. 
It picked up legislators who found in the 
Strauss incident a chance to crack down on 
the authority of the White House relative to 
that of Congress — senators who wanted to 
throw a rock at the symbol of executive 
power. 
It picked up down-the-line politicians whose 
point of view always is 
either 
black 
or 


white, depending on the partisan division— 


and all they needed to 
know

that 


Strauss is a Republican, a source of funds 


for Republican campaigns and therefore a 


prime target far Democratic sniping. 


It picked up a shabby little band. too. of 
senators who never have let the truth of the 
Robert J. Oppenheimer matter seep through 
their impervious prejudice against attempts 
to protect the security of the United States 
against Communists. They wanted to cut up 
Strauss because it once had been his duty 
to put Oppenheimer out of touch with m at­ 
ters the brilliant 
physicist could 
not 
be 
trusted to keep secret, due to his admitted 
innocence of ideological mischief and plotting. 
And somewhere along the line it was joined 
by all the senators who couldn’t be specific 
about their reasons but wanted 
to take a 
crack at the nominee for an assortment of 
reasons — because they didn’t like President 
Eisenhower, because they didn't like success­ 
ful businessmen, because they 
didn't

administrative officials who talked back and 
perhaps because they didn’t like the idea 
that Admiral Strauss was a Jew, though no 
senator would admit that in this day and age 
It all added up to 49 votes against his 
confirmation — enough to throw a highly 
competent man out of the Cabinet and to give 
the country a rough idea of how much con­ 
tempt Congress can show' for the people in 
exchange for the contempt the people some­ 
times show for Congress.

The dispute was the outgrowth 
of friction between Mr. Strauss 
and Sen. Clinton Anderson. 
(D- 
NM). When the former was chair­ 
man of the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission. he rubbed Sen. Anderson 
the wrong way. 
The New Mexico senator is chair­ 
man of the Joint Atomic Energy' 
Committee in Congress. He is in­ 
fluential with his colleagues. Many 
sided with him—as members of 
th ’ senatorial club often do—with­ 
out particular regard to the merits 
of a question but with greater re­ 
gard for the wishes of a fellow- 
senator. 


MR. ANDERSON’S home state— 
New Mexico—is the seat of the 
atomic laboratories where many 
sc: 'ntists are gathered. Some of 
them are embittered over what 
they believe was Mr. Strauss’ ani­ 
mosity toward J. Robert Oppen­ 
heimer, the scientist whose “ clear­ 
ance” was denied for security rea­ 
sons 
by

presidential 
board. 
While Mr. Strauss was not a mem­ 
ber of this board he did present to 
the White House the charges that 
led to the inquiry. It w'as natural 
that many of Mr. Anderson’s con­ 
stituents should expect him to do 
what 
he 
could 
to 
punish 
Mr. 
Strauss. 
This isn’t all of the controversy. 
It couldn’t be focused on the Com­ 
munist issue alone. It so happens 
that Mr. Strauss fought against 
governmental operation of power 
projects and in favor of private 
power. So this gave an oppor­ 
tunity for some of his foes in that 
field to be lined up against him. 
The tactics have been palpable 
for months. The hearing held by a 
Senate committee was more of an 
inquisition than the normal record­ 
ing of the views of a prospective 
Cabinet officer. Usually the opposi­ 
tion party doesn't object to the 
appointment 
by 
a 
president 
of 
whomever he wants in a cabinet 
post. 
The recent hearings resulted in a 
bitter fencing match and naturally 
the answers provoked were not al­ 
ways as clear cut as they would 
be if a different atmosphere had 
prevailed. Mr. Strauss w'as there­ 
upon attacker, as being “deceitful” 
and as lacking in character. 


NOT ALL DEMOCRATS allowed 
this vendetta to envelop them. Sen. 


Thomas J. Dodd of Connecticut, 
for instance, in a speech on Thurs­ 
day to the Senate, said: 
“ Lewis L. Strauss is a man of 
63 years. He is a former shoe sales­ 
man with a high school education 
who has received 
honorary de­ 
grees from 29 colleges and uni­ 
versities 
“He has a background of devoted 
service to philanthropic and re­ 
ligious affairs. 
“ He has earned distinction and 
wealth in the field of finance. 
“ He has a record of honorable 
achievement in the naval service 
in which he rose progressively to 
the rank of rear admiral. 
“ He has played some role in al­ 
most every administration. Demo­ 
cratic or Republican, since the 
days of Woodrow Wilson. 
“ He has earned letters of com­ 
mendation from five presidents. 
“ He has been awarded five of 
his country’s highest decorations 
“ He has been honored by grate­ 
ful nations of the free world 
“ He has taken positions on m at­ 
ters of first importance to this 
nation, positions that were contro­ 
versial, positions that were right 
“ In the forty-second year of his 
public life, at its climactic hour. 
we in the Senate are asked to re­ 
ward this man by visiting upon 
him a condemnation and a repudi­ 
ation that have not been accord­ 
ed any American in a generation.’’ 
Sen. Dodd referred to the case of 
Dr 
Oppenheimer and said: 
“ If 
ever a government official, in pos­ 
session of critical secret informa­ 
tion. indicted himself as a secur­ 
ity risk by his own words and ac­ 
tions, it was Oppenheimer. . . . 
“ It is uncontested that over a 
period of many years Dr. Oppen­ 
heimer persisted in his Communist 
associations. 
He was a regular 
financial contributor to the Com­ 
munist party.” 


SEN, 
DODD, referring to the 
Haakon Chevalier case, said it “ is 
that Oppenheimer concealed this 
espionage attempt from security 
investigators, in an attempt to pro­ 
tect a Communist spy.” 
Indignant denials are being made 
that the friends of Oppenheimer 
have not influenced the waging of 
the fight against the confirmation 
of Mr. Strauss. But the fact re­ 
mains that for some unexplained 
reason the present secretary of 
commerce has been the victim of 
the same kind of smears and in­ 
nuendoes which only a few years 
ago 
were 
being 
denounced 
as 
“character assassination” in the 
era of so-called McCarthyism. To­ 
day many of the “liberal.” sena­ 
tors are lined up against Lewis 
Strauss. 
The most charitable interpreta­ 
tion of all this is that it 
is 
a 
personal feud and that where hu­ 
man forgiveness should long ago 
have settled the quarrel between 
tw’o strongly dedicated men. it ling­ 
ered on until the Senate itself be­ 
came 
the 
vehicle 
for 
personal 
spite and recrimination. It is a 
sad chapter in American history.

The small state of New Hamp­

From time to time its lawyers and 
jurists have pierced the web of 
legal quibbling and led the way into 
the free air of reality. 
Nearly 90 years ago. the Su­ 
preme Cour: of that state in two 
famous decisions broke through a 
century or more of confusion about 
what constitutes insanity as a de­ 
fense in criminal actions, with a 
workable so ution which is still cit­ 
ed by authorities in that field. 
In the mi ch discussed and crit­ 
icized case of Yates et a1 
vs. 
United States, decided two years 
ago, a quibble appeared iin Mr. 
Justice Harlan’s majority opinion 
about 
wha: 
would 
constitute 
a 
crime under the Smith Act’s pro­ 
vision making it unlawful for any 
person to “knowingly or willingly 
advocate, 
abet, advise or teach 
the duty, necessity, desirability or 
propriety of overtHVowing or de­ 
stroying any government in the 
United States by force or violence ” 


THE HARLAN OPINION held in 
substance that this provision of the 
Smith Act does not prohibit ad­ 
vocacy and teaching of forci Ie 
overthrow of the government as an 
abstract principle, divorced from 
any effort to instigate action to 
that end. 
The ease involved 14 members 
of the Communist party in Cali­ 
fornia and in many respects was 
on a level with the famous Dennis 
case, which wras tried before Judge 
Medina 
ever 
many 
tumultuous 
months. The convictions therein 
were upheld by the Supreme Court. 
It would seem that the issue 
comes down to the immediacy of 
the 
incitement 
to 
action. 
Such 
teaching or advocacy would be law­ 
ful if it did not incite to action 
immediately. 
To correct this construction of 
the Smith Act, Sen James 0. East­ 
land ♦ D-'VIiss> has introduced a 
bill which would make such ad­ 
vocacy unlawful without regard to 
time. This bill, among others, was 
created ay a committee of the 
American 
Bar 
Association after 
many months of labor. 
In a statement supporting the 
bill, Attorney General Louis C. Wy­ 
man 
of 
New 
Hampshire 
cut 
through the cobwebs of the Yates 
opinion to the essence of what 
was intended by the Smith Act. 
Wyman is no stranger to the 


problem involved. He is chairman 


of the Committee on Internal Se­ 
curity of the National Association 
of Attorneys General and a mem­ 
ber of the ABA’s Special Commit­ 
tee on Communist Tactics, Strategy 
and Objectives. 
He argued the case of Sweezv 
vs. New Hampshire and also the 
Nelson case before the Supreme 
Court, in both of which the Su­ 
preme Court assumed broad legis­ 
lative functions 
Wyman said in his statement:

In its practical application, the 
law' as interpreted by the Supreme 
Court in the Yates case would stop 
all efforts by government to pro­ 
tect our institutions against Com­ 
munism.
